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Satanic Wrestling 


Temptation in its coarser and more 
obvious forms is not the method of 
attack most frequently used by the Devil 
against mature Christians. He has much 
more subtle ways of rendering them in- 
effective. He employs tactics like those 
used in that form of wrestling called 
“judo, a Japanese science of mental and 
physical development which was, until 
recent years, known more generally in 
America and Europe, as ju-jutsu.” This 
kind of wrestling “includes the art of 
self-defense in which one’s opponent is 
compelled to use his strength to his own 
disadvantage: it enables a person of small 
stature to disable, injure, or throw one 
of large physique, and, therefore, neces- 
sitates an accurate knowledge of human 
anatomy. Advantage is promptly taken 





of the aggressor’s movements, so that as 
he advances, the defender by a deft 
movement of his foot, leg, or arm, trips 
him up or renders him helpless. A mas- 
ter of the science can by a slight. swift 
motion dislocate a hip or shoulder, break 
an ankle or arm, or strike a vital spot.” 
Now, judging by the multifarious forms 
of temptation that Satan puts in the be- 
liever’s way, the Adversary has consid- 
erable knowledge of the anatomy of the 
human soul, and knows how to use the 
Christian’s strength to his own disad- 
vantage. A judo wrestler also uses the 
element of surprise. and so does the 
Devil. For instance. he will persuade a 
zealous worker to take on so many duties 
that his personal, daily devotions are 
crowded out, but he will continue on 
with all his duties in a dry. dogged, des- 
perate way until his nerves are frayed 
and he wears himself down to a sickbed 
Then again he will single out a really 
conscientious worker and keep drawing 
his attention to his mistakes and sins, 
until discouragement, in the plausible 
guise of conscience, has so drained his 
strength that he thinks he might as well 
give up. What has happened here is 
that the worker has focused his eyes on 
his own supposed strength and virtue, 
has seen them utterly fail, and has not 
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kept “looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith.” who alone can 
enable us to “run with patience the race 
that is set before us.” Some leaders, by 
virtue of their particular work, are 
obliged to exercise judgment, discern- 
ment, and the critical faculty, which en- 
able a man to distinguish between truth 
and error, good and evil. But the Devil 
will seize these necessary mental attri- 
butes and pervert them to his own uses, 
so that a man is constantly searching 
behind others’ words and actions for 
false motives, sees little good in anyone, 
and distrusts everyone. If these temp- 
tations are to be recognized for what 
they are—wicked and crippling tricks of 
the Devil—they must be brought out of 
the dark recesses of the heart and mind 
and exposed in the white, pure light of 
God's Word. It requires constant, daily 
meditation in that Word and much 
prayer to be able to say with Paul, “For 
we are not ignorant of his devices” (2 
Cor, 2:11). But we have been provided 
with “the whole armour of God,” and 
if we will put it all on, and use it skill- 
fully, “praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit,” we shall 
“be able to withstand in the evil day, 


and having done all, to stand” (Eph. 
6:13, 18).

acute observation that he came to his 
peculiar ministry immediately following 
the evangelistic career of Mr. Moody. 
This was a happy sequence. “New con- 
verts needed the work of the. Bible 
teacher to strengthen and deepen their 
faith. People flocked after him as though 
starved and hungry for every spoken 
word. Day after day, week after week, 
churches were thronged, and people 
turned away with momentous regular- 
ity.” “When they are converted, 
strengthen these brethren,” might, so 
altered, have been the 
Christ. Moody planted but

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watered and God gave the increase, 

All agree that Mr. Moody was a Chris- 
tian statesman of the first order. His 
purpose in founding the Northfield 
schools was to help educate young peo- 
ple otherwise unable to get an educa- 
tion. These were to be molded in the 
Christian life and sent out into Ameri- 
can society as carefully equipped men 
and women. American life of today 
bitterly needs just what Mr. Moody 
planned, for its moral sanitation and 
for Christian leadership. 

But his successors have sold him down 
river. 

He also wanted to make the future 
Northfield what it had been in his life- 
time—and more than that. He wanted 
it to become a center for Bible instruc- 
tion, where lectures and classes should 
be held every day and out from which 
should go rivers of living water over 
the land. After his death, his son, Wil- 


liam R. Moody, went to England and* 


invited Campbell Morgan to take up 
residence in Northfield. to guide the 
summer conferences, and during the rest 
of the year to develop Bible instruction 
courses in all parts of the United States 
under a Northfield Extension Program. 
For a number of years this took place, 
and Mr. Moody’s far-seeing plans were 
carried out. Again our land might now 
be a very different place if, through 
negligence or through hostility to the 
evangelical faith, these plans had not 
been frustrated and discontinued. 

In the last analysis we can fairly credit 
this defeat of a great Christian plan to 
the neo-Unitarian movement which has 
burned over so large an area of Ameri- 
can Christianity. 

Campbell Morgan, then, in his Ameri- 
can phase, was largely a continuator of 
Dwight L. Moody, and therein is per- 
haps his chief interest to Americans. 
To Moody he has left this tribute, paid 
to “his octagon of . qualities.” These 
qualities were “tenderness, humor, com- 
mon sense, insight, immediateness, pas- 
sion, breadth, and modesty. Had he no 
faults? I cannot say. Certainly I was 
not conscious of them. The greatness 
of the man was such that I did not ob- 
serve the littleness; the goodness so evi- 
dent that all else was hidden. He was 
the most remarkable man of a remark- 
able age, so varied and forceful by 
nature that he would have been known 
in any walk of life. By the grace of 
God he was what he was and all the 
powers of his being, under the restrain- 
ing, beautifying, influences of that grace, 
made him of more service to his country 
than statesman or soldier could ever be. 
For his influence was exerted in all the 
deeps of human lives where the law and 
the sword are powerless to operate.” 

Of the great days of Northfield, in con- 
tradistinction to -its present little ones, 
a Canadian supervisor of nurses once 
wrote: “I spent one summer as a young 


girl at Northfield and heard Campbell 
Morgan speak to vast audiences. 


After 
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one of his addresses, on a sweltering 
summer night, so powerful was the mes- 
sage and so real the glory of the King 
that it seemed to me the audience stop- 
ped breathing. I for one owe much of 
spiritual understanding to that night, so 
many years ago.”, 

Another tells how, when Dr. Morgan 
urged his listeners to buy a Strong’s 
Concordance for Bible study, she sent 
away for one and when it arrived in 
Northfield, mustered up courage to ask 
him to explain its use. He was all kind- 
ness, and it became thereafter her most 
precious possession. “Never before had 
I studied the Bible by books. It is a 
common practice now, but Dr. Morgan 
seems to have started people on that 
course. I never missed an opportunity 
of hearing him, in New York, Brooklyn, 
Atlanta, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, San 
Francisco, Berkeley, Philadelphia, and 
London. He made everyone feel that 
the Bible was the most interesting bock 
in all the world, and he made everyone 
long to know more about it.” 


These are the testimonies of individ- 
uals. That of the multitude was ex- 
pressed in multitudinous assemblies all 
over the land during a period of years. 
Day after day, week after week, 
churches were thronged for his North- 
field Extension Bible Readings. Thus: 

St. Paul: “Preached in the auditorium 


to 6,000 and hundreds turned away.” 
Wilkes-Barre: “In spite of rain the 


building completely filled; a great 
sight.” 
St. Louis: “Interest very great; great 


crowds and closest attention.” 

Dayton: “Three times have the build- 
ings been utterly inadequate to ac- 
commodate the crowds.” 

Atlanta: “I hardly had room to stand 
and preach.” 

Seattle: “Spoke to 2,000 men for an 


hour and a half in the afternoon; 
and to 3,000 at night.” 

These were large-scale teaching 

courses. But wherever he went he 


pressed for the formation of small groups 
for Bible study in homes and, when pos- 
sible, would meet with them in the 
neighborhood gatherings. “This he con- 
sidered one of the fundamental factors 
of the Northfield Extension work—leav- 
ing in the wake of great Bible confer- 
ences practical ways of continuing the 
study of the divine literature.” And he 
sought, as far as he could, to strengthen 
Bible study in the Y.M.C.A.’s, those 
Y.M.C.A.’s which Mr. Moody had done so 
much to found and develop. 

Campbell Morgan was an indefatigable 
student of the Word, for a half century 
saturating his thinking with it. What a 
tribute to the inexhaustible character of 
Scripture that he could continue so long 
and so incessantly to draw living water 
from it. He once said that he read the 
Book of Exodus through forty times—at 
one sitting each time—before he put pen- 
cil to paper for his expository notes 
on it. When asked by young ministers 
the secret of his testimony, he would 
reply, “Hard work.” He was in his study 
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soon after six in the morning and until 
noon the hours were spent in uninter- 
rupted Bible study. He did not go into 
the pulpit “to stretch lame hands of 
faith” and gather dust and chaff. 

He was unswervingly loyal to the 
Bible’s inspiration, but defended inspira- 
tion by interpretation rather than by 
apologetic. Of those who question that 
inspiration, he wrote: 

“IT am bound to say that I do not see 
any escape from very real conflict in 
the coming days. Modernism is aggres- 
sive and impertinent. It is assuming 
scholarship and arrogantly treating all 
those who do not accept its findings as 
uneducated. One would not care a bit 
about this as it affects one’s personal 
pride, but one does care tremendously 
when vast multitudes of our young peo- 
ple are given the impression that all we 
call ‘traditional,’ for want of a better 
word, is obscurantist and unenlightened, 
Many things are done by the funda- 
mentalists that I do not like; but as to 
the interpretation of Christian truth, I 
am with them entirely.” 

Dr. Morgan’s ministry was Anglo- 
American and as extensive on one side

Must We Kneel in Prayer? 


Your paper is an old friend here 
and a valued one, but I have one smal) 
complaint, and on the chance that you 
doubtless have some other readers that 
may happen to have to face the same

If that special attitude, physically, 
is so important as the frequent and 
rather insistent use of the word would 
seem to indicate, why? 
and knees synonymous? 

It seems to me that the attitude of 
mind and reverence for God and His 
commands are the important things. 

Couldn’t the emphasis be safely 
shifted a little? A visiting friend says, 
“Say ‘pray’ instead of ‘kneel.’”—A 
New York reader. 


Are reverence 


Reverence and knees are certainly not 
synonymous, and it is true that the atti- 
tude of mind and reverence for God 
and His commands are important factors 
in true prayer. 

“Knees” and “kneeling” are words 
sometimes used to mean prayer, by a 
figure of speech. This figure is called

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|. The Law of Liberty in the Spiritual Life 


What is true liberty ? 





“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me 
to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recov- 
ering of sight to the blind, to set at lib- 
erty them that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord” (Luke 4: 
18, 19). 

“Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty” (2 Cor. 3:17). 

“Ye shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free” (John 8:32). 

“The perfect law of liberty” (Jas, 1: 
25). 

“Stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free” 
(Gal. 5:1). 

“My yoke is easy. and my burden is 
light” (Matt. 11:30) 


REEDOM is an essential character- 
Fistc of that life of fellowship with 

Christ into which the redeemed are 
called. The essence of being is life. 
The essence of well-being is freedom in 
life. There may be life without liberty. 
The work of regeneration may have 
taken place. The new nature may be 
there, and Heaven-born aspirations may 
be going forth from our quickened 
spirits, and yet our life may be anything 
but free. 

Christ not only imparts life, He also 
provides that which is necessary for its 
emancipation—for its unfolding and 
growth, 

Struggles may be true signs of vitality, 
but they are often the witness to a con- 
dition of bondage. Desperate efforts to 
set oneself free may be taken as evi- 
dence that we are no longer “dead in 
trespasses and sins”; but such conflicts 
must not be confounded with the “good 
fight of faith.” Freedom is not the end 
but rather the condition of Christian 
conflict—of true victorious warfare. To 
fight so as to “withstand.” and come 
off “more than conquerors,” we must 
know what it is to “stand fast in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made us 
free” (Gal. 5:1). 


A True and Appropriate Element Needed 

Liberty consists in the unrestrained 
activities of life. “Only that existence 
can be called really free that lives and 
moves in full agreement with its proper 
being, that can unfold its powers unhin- 
dered and undisturbed” (Martensen). 
For this it is necessary that life—whether 
it be vegetable, animal, or spiritual— 
should be in its true and appropriate 
element. It is there only that it finds 
both its sustenance ahd its freedom. 
Thus the plant must have, not only suit- 
able soil, but air and moisture and sun- 
The surroundings do not origi- 


shine. 


For forty summers, from 1876 to 
1915, Evan H. Hopkins never missed 
a Keswick Convention. He was not 
only one of the leading speakers and 
Council members, but, best of all, 
he was widely known as a living 
example of the victorious Christian 
life that he preached. He explained 
the purpose of the Keswick Conven- 
tions in this way: “To lead the 
struggling soul, and the clinging soul, 
on to the reasonable and absolute 
trust of the resting soul—trust in the 
Lord who has made and will bear. 
All winningness of testimony, and all 
outgoing of self-forgetful and sacri- 
ficial compassion proceed from this 
trust.”

nate the life, but they afford that which 
is essential for its expansion and devel- 
opment. In this unhindered activity its 
freedom consists, 

And so in nature, we say a creature 
is free when it can move in its own 
native element. The bird is free in the 
air, and the fish in the water. Take 
either of them out of its element, and 
its liberty is gone. Change or modify 
the character of the element, and you 
limit or destroy the freedom of its life. 

Through sin, we have lost the inner 
principle of life, and we have forfeited 
the sphere which is its true abode. Resto- 
ration consists in the quickening of the 
spirit, and its introduction into its ap- 
propriate environment. To be “born 
again” is to receive that quickening; and 
to be “in Christ” is to be in that environ- 
ment. Spiritual liberty can be known, 
therefore, only by those who have life, 
and who are abiding in Him who is the 
true sphere of life. We cannot, then, 
take it for granted that every regenerate 
soul is cf necessity in a state of spiritual 
liberty. Conversion is not all. Salva- 
tion means something far more than the 
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possession of a divine, inner, vital prin- 
ciple. 

There is a threefold emancipation we 
may notice in connection with our ex- 
perience of true freedom—liberty for 
the mind, the conscience, and the will. 

Liberty for the mind. In harmony with 
the foregoing definitions of freedom, we 
may observe that man’s intellect or un- 
derstanding must have its proper en- 
vironment. It must occupy its true 
sphere in order to be free. That sphere 
is the truth. As originally created, the 
mind of man was free because he dwelt 
in the truth. There was nothing in 
his moral or spiritual surroundings but 
what was in perfect agreement with his 
mental being. Since the Fall, however, 
everything is changed. His mind is in 
bondage, through darkness and ignorance 
and error. The apostle thus describes 
those who are in this state: “Having 
the understanding darkened, being alien- 
ated from the life of God through the 
ignorance that is in them, because of the 
blindness of their heart” (Eph. 4:18). 
Man fell through receiving Satan’s lie 
By this act he forfeited the truth; losing 
the truth, his mind lost its freedom, 
When We Are Spiritually Enlightened 

Christ restores us to liberty by bring- 
ing us into the truth. “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make you 
free” (John 8:32). Such is the freedom 
known and realized when we become 
spiritually enlightened. It is like the 
morning dawn—the light breaks into our 
inner being, and we become conscious 
that we have been brought into an illu- 
minated atmosphere. We know and feel 
that our mental being has found its true 
element. What the air is to the bird, 
and what the water is to the fish, the 
truth of God is to our minds. As the 
bird spreads its wings, so Our powers 
and faculties expand, and find in this 
new element a liberty, an enlargement, 
that fills our souls with a peculiar glad- 
ness. 

But when we speak of the truth. we must 
not understand by that term : 
straction. We must think of Him who 
declared, “Iam, ., the truth.” We must 
think of that living embodifMment of truth 
in whom “we live, and move, and have 
our being.” Saving faith means “believ- 
ing into” Christ. It implies an actual 
transition from one sphere into another 
—from darkness to light. It is in Him 
who is the truth, we realize, therefore, 
our mental emancipation 

Liberty for the’ conscience. 
may arise from sin as well as from igno- 
rance. Guilt on the conscience wil] rob 
the soul of all liberty. There can be 
no freedom of utterance, no holy bold- 
ness, no liberty in the presence of God, 


mere ab-

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if sin, in its guilt and defilement, lies on 
the conscience. “Having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience” (Heb, 
10:22) is essential in order to enter into 
the “holiest of all.” An emancipated con- 
science is a purged conscience. When 
this is realized, the soul is in an atmos- 
phere of peace. It is in that peace the 
conscience finds its freedom, But it is only 
through “the blood of his cross” that 
this can be known. When we See the 
meaning of Christ’s death, when we ac- 
cept it as that which brings us into a 
relation of reconciliation with God, we 
know what peace means. We see then, 
not only that we stand on the work of 
peace, but have been brought into Him 
who is our peace. The conscience finds 
its freedom in the atmosphere of divine 
peace, 

Liberty for the will. It is the remark 
of a thoughtful preacher, “that the weak- 
ness of human actions may be traced 
to the supremacy of passion—that the 
passions are too strong, and carry away 
the will with them—that the will as a 
regulative force in man is crippled” 
(Canon Boyd Carpenter’s Hulsean Lec- 
tures). 

Man’s will, by nature, is not free. It 
is the slave of fear or of desire. If the 
passions are evil, his will is the victim 
of a sinful tyranny. There may be light 
and knowledge without liberty. A man 
may see and know the right, and yet 
shrink from doing it, because of the 
fear of suffering or reproach. This is to 
be in a state of bondage. He may see 
the evil and know that it is his duty to 
avoid it, and yet he may be drawn to 
yield to it, because of the pleasure that 
is more or less blended with it. How 
is liberty from such a condition to be 
brought about? 

Suppcse that the will is strengthened, 
and that by dint of a high sense of duty 
the man is enabled to rise superior to 
the power of his passions: shall we have 
in such a one an example of true lib- 
erty? Surely not. 

As an able and vigorous writer ob- 
serves, “We can make ourselves perform 
certain acts by an effort of the will, but 
this is a very different thing from mak- 
ing our inclinations go along with them” 
(Canon Mozley’s “University Sermons”). 
What the will needs, in the first place, is 
not strengthening, but liberating. It 
must first be brought into its proper 
environment; there it finds its freedom. 
It may be weak, but it is no small mat- 
ter that it is free. And being liberated, 
it is now prepared to be strengthened. 

The element in which the will finds 
its freedom is the love of God. 

The popular definition of liberty— 
namely, “to do as you like”—is, after 
all, not far from the'truth. The glori- 
fied spirits are free, and they do as they 


like; but being holy in their desires, 
they do what God likes. And so, just 
in proporfion as man’s affections are 


purified, and he delights in the things 
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that God delights in, he finds his free- 
dom in doing as he likes. Whatever, 
therefore, purifies his desires also liber- 
ates his will. To set the will free, it 
follows it must be brought into the at- 
mosphere of divine love. As the mind 
finds its liberty in Him who is the truth, 
and the conscience in Him who is our 
peace, so the will finds its freedom in 
Him who is the embodiment of perfect 
love. 

“The criterion of the highest and per- 
fect moral state of mind is pleasure 
—when good acts are not only done, but 
when we take pleasure in doing them. 
We are certainly bound to do them, 
whether we like it or not: and obedience 
for conscience sake, which is carried on 
against inclination, is deserving of all 
praise, and is constantly urged upon us 
in Scripture; but it is still an inferior 
moral state compared with that in which 
the inclinations themselves are on the 
side of good. For, looking into the real 
nature of the case, we cannot but call 
it a state of servitude when a man’s af- 
fections do not go along with his work, 
but he submits to duty as a yoke which 
a superior power or law imposes on him, 
even though that law be revealed to him 
through his own conscience” (Mozley, 
“University Sermons”), 
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We have, then, two 4 of experi- 
ence, both included in the life of the 
Christian—the one being animated 
chiefly by a sense of right, the other 
by the power of love. We may illustrate 
the two stages by two concentric circles 
—the outer circle representing the duty- 
life, and the inner circle the love-life, 
We may be within the first, and yet not 
within the second; but it is impossible 
to be within the inner circle, and not be 
within the outer circle also. So, if we 
are “dwelling in love,” we shall know 
what it is to do the right for its own 
sake as well as from inclination. But it 
is not difficult to see which of the two 
conditions is the true life of liberty, 

“The truth must be admitted, that 
many who belong visibly to the dispensa- 
tion of the Spirit are still inwardly under 
the law in this sense, that their inclina- 
tions are not yet on the side of God’s 
service, and that, if they perform their 
duty in any degree, it is only in obe- 
dience to a law, of the penalties of 
which they stand in just and proper 
fear, but not on the spiritual principles 
of love” (Mozley, “University Sermons”), 

Hence, while faith makes all things 
possible, it is love that makes all things 
easy.

AGEANTRY and folk dancing are 

holding full sway in Belgian villages 
at this time of the year. The cruel win- 
ter is dead, and the blessed sunshine 
invites people into the streets to laugh 
and sing and disport themselves in gay 
costumes. Elaborate processions take 
place where well-known characters, such 
as the “giants” Mieke, Pieke, and the 
Baby, make their annual appearance to 
the delight of old and young. 

During these local celebrations the fun 
must wax fast and furious, because it 
is so fleeting. The gayest merrymaker 
knows in his heart that winter is not 
really dead, and that the “Four Free- 
doms” have not yet come to Europe, so, 
“On with the dance, this summer may 
be the last!” 

The coal miners of Wasmes, near the 
French border, have an especially color- 


ful festival, featuring the deliverance of 
a little maid from the jaws of a medieval 
dragon. This cherished legend is said 
to have been handed down from the 
ancient records of Wasmes, but folklore 
experts claim that it is of fairly recent 
origin. Be that as it may, the simple 
little tale gives us an insight into the 
spiritual confusion of a people who live 
all their lives in bondage to fear. 
Deprived of the Bible for a dozen 
generations, they grope about in the twi- 
light of superstition without any con- 
ception of a risen Saviour who has 
broken the power of death. The dragon 
may very well symbolize the cold terror 
which paralyzes a mining village at the 
word le grisouf (the dreaded firedamp 
which takes its yearly toll in the mines). 
To ward off disaster from the village, 
they have invented a boy deliverer and

Sometimes 
it would spoil their crops, at other times 
it would creep closer and carry off a 
little gir] to devour in his den, so that 
life became unbearable. 

One day a deliverer arose in the per- 
son of Gilles, a local boy who had 
learned how to use a lance in the service 
of the nobility. With several compan- 
ions he knelt in the church before the 
statue of the Virgin Mary to implore 
her help and then set out, “listening only 
to his courage.” 

The dragon dropped the five-year-old 
maid he had abducted and turned upon 
the lad in hideous rage. No mere mor- 
tal could have withstood such flames 
and fury, but Gilles, with the help of 
the Virgin, finally dispatched the mon- 
ster with his lance. 

Returning to the town to restore the 
rescued child to her family, the young 
hero went back to the statue of the Vir- 
gin Mary to lay his weapon in gratitude 
at her feet. She it is who stands guard 
over the village of Wasmes today, 

Where is security? 

In real life, sad to say, the coal min- 
ing regions are still harassed by the 
dragon of fear. Like winter, it is just 
around the corner, ready to bring hun- 
ger and bereavement to hard-working 
people. During this festival week, the 
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women make a special appeal to notre 
Notre-Dame (“our Our Lady”), as they 
name her possessively, They are allowed 
to carry her about the town, taking 
turns so that all may have the privilege 
of holding her. Eager hands clutch at 
her robe as if they would wring out 
some favor from the impassive image, 
some special virtue which would pro- 
tect them from evil the rest of the year. 
Not all of the inhabitants of Bel- 
gium’s “Black Country” put their trust 
in such things, we are happy to say. A 
growing number are being reached by 
evangelists of the Belgian Gospel Mis- 
sion and other faithful groups. who 
bring them the Bible, that unknown 
Book. Christ is exalted as Deliverer— 
“That through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of death, that 
is, the devil; and deliver them who 
through fear of death were all their life- 
time subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:14, 15), 
Jules Neusy, the coal miner evange- 
list, was mightily used of God in tent 
meetings and open-air evangelism. As 
he explained the Scriptures to his own 
people with glad assurance, superstition 
and blind credulity melted away from 
many a darkened heart. Now a num- 
ber of settled churches have been estab- 
lished in the region, and from them 
witnesses will be gcing out again this 
summer with the Gospel message.

Building Up Summer Attendance 


A variety of methods for holding and even gaining interest during warm weather 


OMEHOW, a slump in summer at- 
tendance in Sunday schools has come 

to be expected, and we look for a big 
drop in attendance. We might ask our- 
selves, “Why is this a regular summer 
ailment?” And then it might be well 
to discover and apply every remedy for 
the situation. During the heat of sum- 
mer, it is well to vary the exercises and 
introduce changes as often as possible. 
A little novelty introduced in the pro- 
gram will attract an audience. The 
novelty should not be of a nature that 
will lower the worshipful atmosphere, 
but will really contribute to it. And 
if you can maintain interest and attend- 
ance during the summer, the fall rally 
period will be easier to carry through. 
In one Sunday school, each Sunday dur- 
ing July and August is designated as a 
special day. Such events as Patriotic 
Sunday, Bible Boys’ Sunday, Bible Girls’ 
Sunday, Bible Flowers’ Sunday, and the

like, were observed Different classes 
were assigned subjects for the various 
Sundays, and they then worked a pro- 
gram around the thought. Boys and girls 
of the Bible were introduced, Bible ani- 
mals, Bible birds, Bible flowers, and so 
on. Each program was definitely Bible 
centered. 

One superintendent of a fairly large 
school uses the long summer evenings to 
contact personally each member of his 
school. He phones to each person and 
chats for a few minutes, thereby estab- 
lishing a personal contact that is bene- 
ficial to both. Where there are several 
members of a family he calls for only 
one by name, phoning at another time 
to a different child. It has been a good 
attendance booster. 

Considerable interest in one school 
was created when the various offices of 
the school were filled by different 
classes, The class members were allowed

to take over the school and present an 
opening program in any way they chose, 

It was really a midsummer rally in 
one school when “Home Coming Day” 
was presented in July. Special invita- 
tions were sent to absentees and former 
members, phone messages were sent and 
personal calls were made, and a de- 
lightful program arranged. During the 
week a Home Coming Picnic was held. 

In one school, the officers and teachers 
exchanged jobs on certain Sundays dur- 
ing the summer. It was gcod for the 
superintendent, secretary, and other of- 
ficers to get close to the class members, 
and the teachers had opportunity to 
learn more of the duties of the different 
officers. 

One school has used for a number of 
years an Attendance League campaign 
for promoting summer work. The Adult 
classes and departments, down through 
the Junior group, constitute teams in the 
League. A regular schedule is made 
out so that each team plays every other 
team during the summer season. Scor- 
ing is based on the average attendance 
of a “team” for the corresponding period 
of the previous The success of 
this campaign, which has been most suc- 
cessful in maintaining a high average 
attendance during the summer months, 
depends largely upon a platform man- 
ager who calls for reports and keeps 
the interest and enthusiasm active. 

Another school reports that a high at- 
tendance is maintained by rearranging 
the departments during the summer, and 
holding just one class for a department. 
This gives the teachers a chance for 
vacations as well as provides a change 
for the pupils. If, as sometimes hap- 
pens, a class prefers to maintain its own 
session, there is no objection. 

An attendance banner is awarded each 
Sunday to the class having the largest 
average attendance in one school. This 
has been a good thing in that individual 
class members are going after each other 
in order to get everyone out on Sunday 
morning. 

In one school special attention is given 
to the physical appearance of the audi- 
torium and various classrooms. Shades 
are lowered so as to keep out the bright 
sunlight, all available electric fans are 
set in motion, and plenty of flowers and 
green foliage is used to help create the 
proper atmosphere, 

Summer contests are not used as much 
now as they once were, but they do 
have a place in the maintaining of at- 
tendance during the warm weather. The 
gocd-natured rivalry engendered by any 
kind of contest is good for all. 

One school decided that the summer 
months would be a good time to study 
some of the old church hymns and to 
practice singing. Each Sunday, the story 
of some hymn was told during the open- 
ing service. 

Another school used the music idea 
as a means of building up and maintain-

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ship conducted a year o: evange- 
lism in 1951 among college under- 
graduates.

As the staff members 
learned from him and became more ex- 
perienced in this type of thing, a good 
many more students were often reached 
with the Gospel in informal sessions than 
in public meetings. This particular as- 
pect was probably the outstanding char- 
acteristic of the year of missions, for on 
many campuses it was the first time staff 
members had been able to gain entrance 
into housing units, such as fraternities, 
sororities and dormitories, for informal 
discussion and presentation of the Gos- 
pel.”

considerable interest 
among the students and in approxi- 
mately one-fifth of the places, where 
such informal discussions were carried 
on, it resulted in the formaticn of regu- 
lar Bible study groups. Before the 
academic year was over, more than 60 
major campaigns had been held on cam- 
puses scattered all over the country. 

On the campuses of Christian colleges 
the Fellowship has now 58 organized 
Foreign Mission Fellowship chapters, and 
the Fellowship is very active on secu- 
lar campuses also. At present, Inter- 
Varsity is in contact with 1.521 students 
who have indicated a purpose to be for- 
eign missionaries and 1,501 who have 
the matter under prayerful considera- 
tion, 


A letter to Mr. Maxwell of Prairie 
Bible Institute, Three Hills, Alberta, tells 
of the movement of the Spirit among 
some of the people of Ethiopia. Hun- 
dreds are being baptized. One meeting, 
starting at 10 a.m., concluded at 7.30 p.in. 
At the close of one address, which em- 
phasized personal missionary responsi- 
bility, young men stood up everywhere 
with the cry, “I will go.” These volun- 
teers numbered sixty-nine! 

“Then the people started to give to 
support the evangelists. They took off 
their coats, shoes, and socks and brought 
them forward. They pledged bullocks, 
cows, bushels of wheat. One evangelist 


led his horse to the outside of the gath- 
ering, saying, ‘I give it to God.’ 


This 


is comparable to giving a new family car 
at home. As the afternoon wore on, 
the people started to make their pledges 
over again-—doubling them, adding an- 
other cow, another bushel of grain. 
Many who had made earlier pledges now 
made them for absent wives, and chil- 
dren also. One, who had pledged, 
thought to himself, ‘If I stay longer, I'll 
be increasing my pledge. I better go.’ 
He started off, but turned back and 
doubled it. 

“The sun set. Still they pressed for- 
ward with their gifts. The African full 
moon rose in the east, and finally the 
meeting ended in singing, praying, and 
much praise.” 


The Totonacs of Mexico were tribes- 
men who assisted Cortez in overthrow- 
ing the Aztecs and thereby in conquer- 
ing Mexico.

HE sad story was repeating itself. 
Tm: time the Midianites were God's 
whip to scourge His people, with 
their allies, the Amalekites and 
Arabian tribes, called in Judges 6:3 “the 
children of the east.” The Midianites 
were descendants of Abraham by Ke- 
turah (Gen, 25:1, 2), and were a ncmadic 
people with great herds of cattle. Their 
tactics were to sweep over Israel when 
the crops were ripe, bringing their cat- 
tle with them, devour the whole land, 
then retire in time to let the Israelites 
sow for the next crop, and repeat the 
procedure, This went on for seven years, 
the Israelites hoping that each raid 
would be the last. 
Doubtless there 


some 


was an element cf 
revenge in all this. The nomadic peo- 
ples of the East have long memories 
and one generation passes its quarrels 
on to the next. One of the last acts of 
Moses was to inflict a crushing de‘cat 
on the Midianites, because of the part 
they played in luring the Israelites into 
sin (Num. 31). It must have taken them 
a long time to recover from that blow, 
and while Israel was a conquering 
nation, they wculd not dare to try to strike 
back. But the old sore kept festering, 
and as Midian grew stronger, Israel be- 
came weaker because of its sin and neg- 
lect, till at last, backed by the Amalek- 
ites and the Arabians. the Midianites 
felt themselves equal to the long-con-

Verse 25.—“Throw down the altar of 
Barl ... and cut down the grove.” Gid- 
eon had tested the Lord, and now the 
Lord tests Gideon. The savior of Israel 
must be willing to stand up for the Lord 
against the idclatry of his own house. 
The grove (Asherah) probably refers to 
the wooden image of Astarte (Venus) 
standing near the altar of Baal. Gideon's 
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father had succumbed to the prevailing 
iJolatry, 

Verse 26.—“And build an altar , , 
and offer a burnt-sacrifice.” The de- 
struction of the false altar and the idol 
was not enough. There must be the 
positive reccgnition and worship of Je- 
hovah. It must be done, too, “upon the 
top of this rock,” in full view, not in 
secret. 

Verse 27.—“Then Gideon . did as 
the Lord had said ,.. . by night.” His 
fear was not so much fear of conse- 
quences, but fear of interference and 
prevention. So he destroyed the idol- 
atrous paraphernalia by night, willing to 
face the consequences in the morning, 
But the point is, he obeyed, and had ten 
men willing to stand with him. 

Chap. 8:22.—“Rule thou over us ... 
for thou hast delivered us.” A logical 
propositidn. We have more reason to 
say this to the Lord Jesus. Have we 
said it? and meant it? 

Verse 23.—‘The Lord shall rule over 
you.” Gideon refused the hereditary 
kingship, reminding them that they were 
a theocracy. Here was true modesty 
and true piety. He could not accept 
honor which belonged to God. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Gideon well represents the man whom 
God can and will use in His service. 
First, he was “poor in spirit,” which 
qualified him for the Kingdom of Heaven 
(Matt, 5:3). Like Moses and Jeremiah, 
he felt himself totally inadequate for 
the trust committed to him. “Oh! Lord,” 
he exclaimed in amazement, and then 
recited the reasons for his insufficiency: 
“my family is the poorest [or, meanest] 
in Manasseh, and I am the least in 
my father’s house” (Judges 6:15). Actu- 
ally there are indications that Gideon’s 
father, Joash, was a man of some influ- 
ence. The altar of Baal and the image 
of Astarte were on the grounds of Joash, 
and these included the rock, or fortress, 
of Ophrah. He was therefore keeper 
of the community altar and image (vs. 
28-30). In a day when the country was 
stripped bare, Joash still had some cattle. 
Then he was able to defy the men of the 
city, and get away with it (v. 31). But 
Gideon had no sense of importance. 

Gideon also was willing to come clean 
for God, in his own house and among 
his own people, even when it meant risk, 
The command to destroy the altar of 
Baal and the image of Astarte (see note 
on chap. 6:25) was obeyed without ques- 
tion. Lest the men of the city should 
interfere and forcibly stop him, he car- 
ried through the project by night, well 
knowing that the morning would witness 
a reaction which might be dangerous for 
him. But God cannot use us as vessels 
“unto hcnour” until we cleanse ourselves 
of all defilement (2 Tim. 2:21).

So it must be if we are to be used of 
God. 

Then Gideon was willing to follow di- 
vine directions,.even when these seemed 
utterly contrary to human wisdom. When 
God reduced his army to three hundred, 
as over against the multiplied thousands 
of the Midianites. Amalekites, and 
Arabians, Gideon did not argue that this 
was preposterous, that they were hope- 
lessly outnumbered, and so on. Nor did 
he reason that some good bows and ar- 
rows would be better than pitchers and 
lamps. God’s man, dcing God’s work in 
God’s way, will see God’s wonders. 

Finally Gideon was not seeking great 
things for himself. His notable vic- 
tories won for him the acclaim of all 
Israel, so that they offered him the 
throne, not merely for himself, but for 
his descendants after him. I have seen 
a fine old steel engraving of Oliver 
Cromwell refusing the crown of England. 
He is reported to have said, in his act 
of refusal, “Take away that bauble.” 
The fact is that Cromwell had an eye 
for “that bauble,” and would have ac- 
cepted had it not been for the persuasions 
of John Owen, the famous theologian. 
While yielding to the better sense of Owen, 
Cromwell never quite forgave his good 
adviser. Gideon’s refusal was not like 
that. The kingship belonged to God (1 
Sam. 12:12), and Gideon would not touch 
the honor which was due to God alone.

Topics for Development 

Gideon and His Fleece. The story is 
given in Judges 6: 36-40. The question is. 
Was Gideon justified in asking for these 
assurances? If we take the highest 
ground, we must answer with an em- 
phatic “No.” God had clearly told Gid- 
eon that he would be His instrument in 
saving Israel from the power of Midian 
(vs. 14. 16), and had given the sign of 
the consumed sacrifice (v. 21). In the 
strength of that, Gideon had proceeded 
until the crisis of battle loomed. Doubt- 
less it was the contrast between the 
motley crowd that rallied to him and 
the well-equipped, well-disciplined army 
of the Midianites that made him begin 
to doubt, till he sought fresh signs from 
God, who graciously granted his request, 
“For he knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust” (Psa. 103:14). 
When we speak of “putting out our fleece,” 
we generally mean seeking some tangible 
sign of God’s will and leading, and there 
may be occasions when such a procedure 
is justified. But Gideon had been clearly 
shown the will of God, and it was an 
act of weakness. Yet let not us condemn 
who are far less heroic in faith than 
Gideon. And for our own fleeces, the 
more we know God and His ways, the 
less we shall need them.

After the Lesson.—Of all the deliv- 
erers of Israel portrayed for us in the 
Book of Judges, Gideon is the noblest. 
With a mere three hundred men using 
trumpets, jugs, and tcrches, he put to 
flight a mighty host. Of course, he did 
it by fully trusting and obeying God. 
Nor did the great victory go to his head, 
for when the people wanted him as their 
ruler, he refused, saying, “The Lord 
shall rule over you.” 

No one is ever greatly used by God 
without first being tested and _ tried. 
Gidecn was no exception. He had to

pass a searching test before God used 
him. His own father had built an altar 
for heathen worship, and the Lord or- 
dered Gideon to throw it down and raise 
an altar to Him. Fearing to do it by 
day, Gideon and ten servants did it at 
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night. Next day there was a clamor 
for Gidecon’s life, but God guided his 
father to make a clever reply to the mob 
so that they left Gideon alone. Many 
a man would have left the altar of Baal 
standing by the altar of the Lord. In- 
deed, many people act like that now. 
They have a place in their lives for the 
worship of the Lord, but they also have 
place for the worship of money, pleas- 
ure, ambition, and selfish things. Had 
Gideon been of that sort he never would 
have saved his people. The Lord Jesus 
said that no man can serve two masters 
We cannot serve Ged and something or 
someone else. To achieve great things 
for God and to be a great blessing to 
men, we must put away all that keeps 
us from being true to the Lord. Gideon's 
altar test was to determine if he would 
really put the Lord first and serve Him 
only. By that test God tried cut Gideon

“Gideon threshed wheat by the wine- 
press” (Judges 6:11). — The earlier 
verses of this chapter reveal the sad 
fact that God’s people had committed 
evil again in the sight of the Lord, Be- 
cause of this, they were delivered into 
the hands ef Midian—which by interpre- 
tation means “strife and contention.” 
“Sin is the father of want and woe.” 

The Midianites were numerous and de- 
structive. They deprived Israel of fruit, 
grain, sheep, oxen, and asses. Sin makes 
cowards of us all. The Children of Is- 
rael hid themselves in dens, caves, and 
strongholds. 

It has been my privilege to visit the 
catacombs in Italy, where the early 
Christians hid themselves—but it was 
faithfulness, not sin, that caused them 
to go underground. What a contrast to 
Israel! 

Seven is the number of completeness 
and perfection. After a complete period of 
impoverishment, Israel cries to the Lord, 
It is sad that we wait as long as we do 
before going to the Lord with our trou- 
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bles. “Men ought always to pray, and 
not to faint’ (Luke 18:1). 

The Lord sends a prophet to them, 
who reminds them of the deliverance 
from Egypt, the house of bondage, which 
the Lord wrought for them. He also 
reminds them they were not to worship 
the gods of the nations. He reaches 
their consciences by definitely saying, 
“Ye have not obeyed my voice.” It was 
the work of the prophet to probe the 
conscience of the people with the Word 
of God. It is ever the way of the Lord 
to reach the conscience before granting 
deliverance from oppression. 

A brother said to a servant of the 
Lord, “Everything is going wrong with 
me.” When asked, “How are things go- 
ing between God and you?” he hung his 
head. There was the rub. “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from gill unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 

Now the way is clear for God to raise 
up a deliverer. Our lesson opens with 
the account of the angel watching Gideon 
threshing wheat by the winepress to hide 
it from the Midianites. The Lord always 
picks a busy man to do His work. He 
never places a premium on idleness. 

Gideon was going to have something 
to eat in spite of the Midianites and 
their destructiveness. His act carries a 
spiritual lesson for us. The winepress 
can speak to us of Calvary—the wheat 
of the Word of God (Jer. 23:28). Re- 
gardless of how dark and threatening 
conditions may be for a Christian, he 
should take a portion of the Word, and 
beat it out, so to speak, in the light of 
the sufferings of Christ—and he will be 
nourished. 

A friend of mine is at this time a pris- 
oner in Red China, under condemnation 
of death for his Christian testimony and 
service. Is he murmuring, complaining, 
pining away in sorrow? No! The Word 
of Ged is his comfort and consolation 
—and I am confident he is ready for any 
eventuality. 

“The Lord is with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour” (Judges 6:12).—He didn’t 
look much like a mighty man of valor 
as he threshed wheat in secret—but he 
was doing what should be done. “The 
faithful discharge of daily duty is the 
royal road to higher service,” someone 
has said. Who doesn’t know of hidden 
ones carrying on for the Lord in their 
sphere and measure? The Lord is with 
them. The consciousness of His pres- 
ence with them and His blessing on them 
makes up for everything. 

I was reading of a professor of mathe- 
matics who could be found in a shop 
repairing clocks and watches. Were you 
to ask why a man of his caliber was 
doing such work, you would be told that 
the shop belongs to his aging father, so 
when the professor gets his three months’ 
vacation, he takes his father’s place in 
the shop and sends him off to the moun- 
tains for a needed rest and change. He 
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is one of God’s noblemen. Gideon is a 
protctype of this class. The Lord counted 
him faithful and made a deliverer out of 
him. 

“If the Lord be with us, why then is 
all this befallen us?” (Judges 6:13.)— 
Under the circumstances, Gideon was 
full of perplexing questions. If the ques- 
tions are asked in the proper spirit, the 
Lord will hear them. If the Lord is with 
us, and if He wrought miracles in the 
past, why are we in these distressing cir- 
cumstances? Who doesn’t hear such and 
similar questions today? Sin—not neces- 
sarily specific sins—produced the condi- 
tions. If there has been confession on 
our part, the circumstances but afford 
us special opportunity of trusting God 
to either change them or give us victory 
over them. 

The angel does not stop to answer 
Gideon's questions, but appreciates his 
exercise of heart, and says, “Go in this 
thy might, and thou shalt save Israel 

. have not I sent thee?” 

All Christians are sent in a general 
sense (John 17:18). But some are sent 
in a special sense to do a special work 
—as Gideon, Isaiah (Isa. 6:8), Paul (Acts 
26:17, 18). Isaiah rose to the occasion 
and said, “Here am I; send me.” 

Dr. Glover of the China Inland Mis- 
sion held a consecration service in a 
certain place. Many arose and offered 
themselves for service. Seven ‘years 
later he returned to the same place, 
made a similar appeal, and some of the 
same persons stood. He said, “Seven 
years ago scme of you stood, saying, 
‘Lord, here am I,’ but you must have 
forgotten to say, ‘Send me!’” 

“Take thy father’s young bullock” 
(Judges 6:25).—Gideon’s name means 
“hewer.” He must hew down the altar 
of Baal, then build an altar unto the 
Lord and offer the bullock. All God's 
dealing with His people was based on 
sacrifice—and every sacrifice pointed to 
Calvary, where the Lord Jesus was to 
offer Himself as an atoning sacrifice,

AY, fellows, this man Gideon is an 

outstanding example of a fellow 
down in the doldrums, but through faith 
in the Lord responding to the challenge 
to high service. In the Bible’s “Hall 
of Fame,” Gideon is in the top rank of 
conquering heroes.

the Lord hath forsaken us, and delivered 
us into the hands of the Midianites.” 

Then and there appeared the “angel 
of the Lord,” and spoke to Gideon, say- 
ing, “The Lord is with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour.” This must have sounded 
like mockery to Gideon; he was far from 
feeling mighty or valorous. But the 
Lord (for it was the Lord Himself) pro- 
ceeded to tell him that he, Gideon, was 
appointed to save Israel from the Midian- 
ites, saying, “Have not I sent thee?” 
And Gideon was amazed, saying, “Oh 
my Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family is poor in Manasseh, 
and I am the least in my father’s house.” 
Then said the Lord, “Surely I will be 
with thee, and thou shalt smite the 
Midianites as one man.” 

It was too much for Gideon to believe, 
unless he could be assured that it was 
really the Lord speaking to him, so he 
took a strange way to prove it. He 
asked the Lord to wait a moment until 
he could bring:‘Him a present. The Lord 
answered, “I will tarry until thou come 
again.” “And Gideon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of 
an ephah of flour: the flesh he put in a 
basket, and he put the broth in a pot, 
and brought it out unto him under the 
cak, and presented it.” And the Lord 
said to him: “Take the flesh and the 
unleavened cakes, and lay them upon 
this rock, and pour out the broth. And 
he did so. Then the angel of the Lord 
put forth the end of the staff that was in 
his hand, and touched the flesh and the 
unleavened cakes; and there rose up fire 
out of the rock, and consumed the flesh 
and the unleavened cakes.” 

Gideon was thus assured that he had 
a great commission from the Lord God, 
Himself, and he forthwith destroyed the 
idols in his father’s house, and issued a 
call to the other tribes of Israel, amass- 
ing an army of 32,000 men. The Lord 
first reduced this to 10,000 men, and then 
to 300, saying, “By the three hundred 
men , , . I will save you, and deliver 
the Midianites into thine hand.” And 
this the Lord did, according to His prom- 
ise and by the power of His might, Gid- 
eon in faith being the instrument. The 
Midianites were thronged in the sur- 
rounding valley “like grasshoppers for 
multitude; and their camels were with- 
out number, as the sand by the sea side 
for multitude.” Gideon with his 300 men 
and the power of the Lord utterly routed 
the vast horde, and delivered his peo- 
ple from the tyranny of the pagans, 

Fellows, do you ever get in the dol- 
drums, and wonder, after all, what’s the 
use? Think of Gideon, hiding by the 
winepress, threshing out his little patch 
of wheatstraw, and lift your eyes from 
the ground. Doubtless you will sense 
the presence of the Lord challenging you 
to some high task. It seems that your 
very handicap becomes an asset when 
He speaks. Daniel, another Gideon, said, 
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“The people that do know their God 
shall be strong, and do exploits” (Dan. 
11:32).

My Class of Girls

GIDEON, A MAN OF FAITH AND HUMILITY 
IRST of all, we must answer a ques- 
tion from the box, “Why is Psalm 

119 so long?” How many verses are 

there in it? {176.) It is an alphabet 

Psalm. That is, every verse of each sec- 

tion of eight verses begins in the He- 

brew language with the same letter of 
the Hebrew alphabet, each section using 

a different letter. Since there are twen- 

ty-two letters in the Hebrew alphabet, 

eight verses starting with each letter 

would make a total of 176. Psalm 119 

contains 176 references to the Word of 

God, and so another answer to the ques- 

tion, “Why is Psalm 119 so long?” is, 

“Because the Word of God is so wonder- 

ful.” This inspired Hebrew song about 

the Word of God needed 176 verses to 
bring out some of the wonders of it, 

Today we have one of the most inter- 
esting stories in the Bible. Our lesson 
last week ended with the song of victory 
that Deborah and Barak sang after the 
Canaanites were defeated. The last 
verse of Judges 5 tells us that the land 
had rest for forty years. 

Now read Judges 6:1. Isn't that sad? 
The Israelites sinned once more. You 
remember that the early part of Judges 
told how the Israelites sinned after the 
death of Joshua so that the Lord allowed 
the king of Mesopotamia to oppress them 
for eight years. Then after He deliv- 
ered them, they sinned again, so the 
king of Moab oppressed them eighteen 
years. Once more God raised up a de- 
liverer, but they sinned again, and so 
the Canaanites were allowed to oppress 
them “mightily” for twenty years. We 
heard how God delivered them through 
Deborah and Barak. But now forty 
years later we find them again doing 
evil in the sight of the Lord. This time 
He gave them into the hand of the 
Midianites, and their condition became 
more desperate than ever. The Midian- 
ites overran the country, taking every- 
thing they wanted and destroying what 
they did not. want. They left nothing 
for the Israelites to live on, and killed 
any who resisted them. The Israelites 
who lived near the borders of Midian 
left their homes and fled to caves and 
fortresses for protection. 

The people were greatly impover- 
ished because of the Midianites, so in 
their great trouble thy cried to the Lord, 
He told them they suffered this because 
they had not obeyed His voice. But in 
His great mercy He once more raised 
up a deliverer. Let us read about him 
in Judges 6:11-17. 
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Gideon was threshing wheat out of 
sight of the Midianites, when suddenly 
an angel appeared to him. What did 
the angel say? (“The Lord is with thee, 
thou mighty man of valour.”) This 
seems a strange salutation to give to a 
man hiding from the enemy. But we 
may be sure it was the right one, for 
this was an angel of God. Gideon's re- 
sponse shows that he had faith in God. 
He believed that God had performed 
miracles for Israel in the past, and that 
the troubles they now had were because 
God was not with them. 

Gideon’s response also shows humil- 
ity. Someone has said that true humility 
does not consist in thinking meanly of 
oneself, but in not thinking of oneself 
at all. Gideon was not thinking of him- 
self. He scarcely noticed the angel's 
reference to him. It was of his country 
that he thought. If the Lord had been 
with them, surely they would not now 
be in such trouble. 

What did the Lord tell him to do in 
verse 14? At first Gideon could not be- 
lieve that he had heard aright. He be- 
longed to the small and unimportant tribe 
of Manasseh. His father’s family was 
poor, and he the youngest son. 

What did the Lord answer in verse 
16? If the Lord would be with him, that 
was sufficient. 

Now read verses 25 and 26 and find the 
first thing God told Gideon to do. Read 
verse 27 and see how he did it. He 
obeyed the Lord, but secretly because 
he was afraid of his idolatrous fellow 
countrymen. His fears were well 
founded, as the rest of the chapter shows, 
But God was training him for a leader, 
so he had to take his stand openly for the 
Lord. Someone found out that Gideon had 
thrown down the altar of Baal, so the 
idolaters wished to kill him. But this 
they were not allowed to do. 

Gideon gathered together thirty-two 
thousand soldiers. This was not nearly 
as many as there were in the Midianites’ 
army, but Gideon was willing to lead 
them to battle because the Lord had 
promised to be with them. To his amaze- 
ment the Lord told him that he had too 
many soldiers! The Lord said that if 
He would deliver the Midianites into 
the hand of thirty-two thousand Israel- 
ites, they would think that they had 
won the victory. Then He told Gideon 
to send home all the men who were 
afraid. Imagine the surprise of the sol- 
diers when Gideon said that all who 
were afraid might go home! Can you 
picture the men looking at one another 
in astonishment? Did Gideon really 
mean it? Had he suddenly gone crazy? 
Usually, for a soldier to go home just 
before a battle would bring the death 
penalty. When they were sure that their 
commander meant it, twenty-two thou- 
sand started for home. Gideon’s faith 
was severely tested as he watched his 
army melt away until only ten thousand 
were left. But when he went to the Lord 
and told Him all about it, the Lord an- 
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swered: “You still have too many. Take 
the rest down to the brook to drink, 
and there I will show you which ones I 
have chosen.” At the brook seven hun- 
dred of the men got their mouths right 
down to the water to drink, but three 
hundred did not. Dipping up the water 
in their hands, they raised it to their 
mouths, keeping a sharp lookout for 
the enemy. God said: “By these three 
hundred men will I save you. Let the 
rest go home.” Gideon obeyed once 
more, showing his genuine faith in God. 

I wish we had time to finish the story 
in class. This battle was the strangest 
one in history. You may read about it 
yourselves in Judges 7. Gideon’s faith 
in God was certainly justified. God is 
much greater and more wonderful than 
any of us realize. But if we come to 
Him, humbly trusting and obeying His 
Word, we, too, will see Him do things 
that only God can do.

(Judges 6:11-16; 7:19-21; 8:22, 23) 

OR forty years there was peace, after 

Deborah and Barak and Jael had 
each done their bit, and God had fought 
for them. But the people began to do 
wrong again, just as you find it easy to 
slip back into wrong ways. And again 
God punished them by letting enemy 
peoples overrun their country, carry 
off their harvests, and steal their cattle, 
till folks moved into caves in the moun- 
tains to live and hide away from their 
enemies. Hard times, terribly hard 
times, made them think of God again, 
and want His help. They began to pray. 
One day an angel came—it was really 
the Lord. Robert will tell about that 
(Judges 6:11-21). God was getting ready 
to do some mighty things to answer His 
people’s prayers. But He needed a man 
to use. Who was that man? Yes, Gid- 
eon. Gideon had to start his work for 
God right at home where there was an 
idol of Baal. That very night God told 
him what to do. Carol will tell that 
story for us (vs. 25-32). 

Now Gideon was ready to fight for 
his country. What do you suppose he 
had for armor? (Use picture of soldier.) 
Gideon had something better than that. 
The Bible says the Spirit of the Lord 
clothed him (lit. Heb. v. 34). He called 
for soldiers. They came, but how few 
compared to the hundreds of thousands 
of the enemy who seemed like swarms of 
grasshoppers in numbers! He must be 
sure, doubly sure, God was with him. 
Carolyn will tell how he proved that 
(vs. 36-40). 

But God said Gideon’s army was too 
large! Imagine that! Why? Look in 
chapter 7:2. Allan will tell two ways 
God made it smaller (vs. 3-7). Now 
things really do begin to get exciting! 
But just in case Gideon might be losing 
his courage with an army of only three 
hundred, God sent him on a spying ex- 
pedition. Harry, tell your story (vs, 9- 
15). 

Here we go for the big fight at night! 
But it is God again who does the real 
fighting. What did He use this time to 
get the best of the enemy? Sue, tell 
the thrilling story (vs. 16-22). Wasn't 
that something! Gideon’s men just stand- 
ing still, blowing their trumpets, shout- 
ing, waving their torches, while the 
frightened enemy, not know how many 
thousands were coming, got so scared in 
the darkness they killed one another and 
tramped their own friends to death as 
they tried to escape. How they all did 
run for their home country! And Gid- 
eon and his men chased them. Others 
came to help. Thousands were killed. 
And the rest never came back again! 
For years peace again, all the time that 
Gideon lived. 
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Gideon could have been a king. Why 
wasn't he? That is Freddie’s story (chap. 
8:22, 23). Gideon is called one of the 
judges of Israel. He kept the people 
follcwing God as long as he lived. When 
he was gone, they turned back to idols. 
What was the secret of his great influ- 
ence for God as well as his courage as 
a general? There was God’s promise: 
“The Lord said unto him, Surely I will 
be with thee” (Judges 6:16, Memory 
Verse), just as God had promised to 
Joshua, that other brave warrior, who 
had led people through a flooded river 
on dry land, saw the walls of Jericho 
fall flat, and defeated thirty-one kings. 
(Repeat last week’s Memory Verse.) 
Then there was the Spirit of God who 
was about him. 

How much God needs boys and girls 
to have a strong influence for Him, and 
to help other boys and girls keep from 
wrong ways! Can He have you? I am 
sure God’s promise to Gideon is yours 
for that use, too. And the Spirit of God 
is not only about us, but within us, to 
make us good and pure, and influence 
others that way, too.

ANY of the children will know 

something about Gideon, as we 
have had lessons about him quite fre- 
quently. He was one of the judges God 
raised up to deliver the Israelites from 
bondage. The Midianites and the Ama- 
lekites, two of the heathen tribes that 
lived in Canaan, had oppressed the Is- 
raelites for seven years. They had rob- 
bed them of their cattle and their grain; 
they had even moved in on them with 
thousands of cattle and camels, until 
the Israelites were in need. Their flocks 
and herds had been killed, and they 
did not have enough food. As they al- 
ways did when they got into trouble, they 
turned to the Lord and cried out to Him 
for help. 

God was merciful to them, and for- 
gave their sin, and sent a leader each 
time to deliver them. An angel of the 
Lord came to talk to Gideon, who was 
a true believer in God. He asked the 
angel why all these things were hap- 
pening to Israel. The angel told him 
God was going to deliver them, and he 
was to be the leader. Gideon was not 
very anxious to take the job, but he 
didn’t refuse. He did ask God for a sign 
from Heaven that He should save Israel 
by Gideon’s hand. First he put out a 
fleece of wool on a floor outdoors, and 
he said, “If the dew is on the fleece only 
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and all the ground around is dry, then 
I will know that God will save Israel 
through me.” 

Sure enough, when he looked in the 
morning (and I’m sure he hurried out 
very early), the fleece was so wet he 
wrung out a bowl of water, and the 
ground was dry. 

But he still was not satisfied, so he 
begged God not to be angry, but to let 
him have one more test, to let the fleece 
be dry, and dew on all the ground. So 
God did just as Gideon asked. In the 
morning the fleece was dry, and dew 
over all the ground. Then Gideon was 
fully ready to do as God commanded 
him, 

The first thing Gideon did was to call 
for volunteers for his army, and he had 
32,000 men who came to fight with him 
But God told him that was too many, 
that he should send home all those who 
were afraid or fearful, and 22,000 went 
home! Don’t you think Gideon must 
have been a little surprised when so 
many left? 

Now he had only 10,000 men left. But 
God said there were still too many. The 
next test was an odd one. God told 
Gideon to bring them all down to a 
stream to drink, and he was to divide 
them into two groups, those who got 
down on their knees to drink, and those 
who scooped up water in their hand and 
lapped it like a dog. God told Gideon 
to send home all those who got down on 
their knees to drink. Then Gideon had 
just 300 men left—to fight a great army! 

God is so very gracious to His chil- 
dren always. He was to Gideon. There 
is no record that Gideon was afraid, but 
God knew his heart, and He told him if 
he was afraid, to go down with his serv- 
ant in the night and hear what the 
Midianites were saying. So he did, and 
he heard two men talking, telling of 
a dream one had had, and they knew 
God was going to give Gideon the vic- 
tory. So Gideon and his servant hur- 
ried back to the army and they went 
down that very night to the camp of the 
Midianites 

But even your Primary boys would 
laugh at the weapons they carried. Who 
ever heard of fighting a battle with a 
pitcher, a lamp, and a trumpet? But that 
was just what God told them to carry, 
that and nothing else. So Gideon divided 
his army into three bands, and they 
went on three sides of the camp of the 
enemy, and at a signal from Gideon, 
they broke the pitchers that had cov- 
ered their lighted lamps, and blew their 
trumpets, and cried out, “The sword of 
the Lord, and of Gideon.” 

And the host of Midian fled with Gid- 
eon’s three hundred after them. Then 
Gideon sent for some of the men he had 
sent home, and they came in at the fin- 
ish to help drive them out of the land, 
and capture the leaders. 

Now just what can Primary children 
get out of this story? First they should 
know it, for it is one of the miracles of 
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the Old Testament that is fascinating to 
children. They can get a lesson from 
Gideon. He wanted to be very sure God 
was calling him to this task, then he 
went ahead all the way through. We 
get our expression, “putting out the 
fleece” from this story. Some sincere 
Christians use somewhat the same plan 
sometimes when they are in doubt as to 
the right way to go. 

When Gideon was sure what God 
wanted, he was willing to do it. He 
made no complaint when God sent home 
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over half of his army, nor when He cut 
it down to three hundred men. And 
when God told him what weapons they 
would carry, what must he _ have 
thought? Some of us would have said, 
“Lord, we can’t fight battles without 
guns or swords!” Tcday America can’t 
fight without billions of dollars of guns 
and planes and boats. But Gideon went 
right along with God, and God gave the 
victory, and Gideon gave God the glory 
for it, 

God is just as strong today as He was 
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then, and He will answer the prayer of 
His children now as then, if we believe. 
There are thousands of children today 
in this country in our Sunday schools 
who do believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
as their own Saviour. If only they could 
learn Gideon’s lesson of trust in God, 
how wonderful it would be for them in 
coming days, which are going to bring 
them days of trouble and distress. But 
you can’t lead the children to trust com- 
pletely in God unless you have that trust 
yourself. Are you willing to go as Gid-

Must We Kneel in Prayer? 
(Continued from second page) 


“metonymy,” or “change of noun,” when 
one name or noun is used instead of 
another, to which it stands in a certain 
relation. (The figure is défined and fur- 
ther explained in the Companion Bible, 
Appendix VI, in whieh 180 figures of 
speech are classified and explained.— 
Oxford University Press, New York.) 
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Kneeling is frequently associated with 
prayer in the Scriptures. This attitude 
was assumed in prayer by Solomon (2 
Chron, 6:13), Daniel (Dan. 6:10), the 
Lord Jesus (Luke 22:41), Peter (Acts 
9:40), those who prayed with Paul at 
his departure (Acts 21:5), and Paul 
(Eph. 3:14). Kneeling is a posture that 
expresses reverence for God or respect 
for an earthly ruler, and many find that 
when they kneel and close their eyes 
in prayer it helps them to fix their minds 
upon God, shut out earthly things, and 
realize that they are needy sinners be- 
fore an almighty and holy God. It is 
well to kneel in prayer at one’s private 
devotions, or in a small group, if one 
is physically able to do so. But where 
physical infirmity prevents it, certainly 
God does not require it or expect it. 

There were occasions in Scripture 
where people stood while they talked 
with God. Apparently Abraham was 
standing as he interceded for Sodom:

HIS third and last in the series on 

“Important Commandments” brings 

before us the Fcurth Commandment, 
which has to do with the keeping of the 
Sabbath Day. The observance of one 
day in seven as a rest day was enjoined 
upon the Israelites as a reminder of the 
Lord's rest from creation, and it was to 
be a sign of the Israelites’ separation to 
Jehovah and of the perpetual covenant 
that existed between Him and them 
(Exod, 20:10, 11; 31:15-17).

In the strictest sense, Christians to- 
day do not “remember the Sabbath day.” 
After the Lord’s resurrection from the 
dead it became the custom for believers 
to gather together on the first day of the 
week, not the seventh, for prayer, for 
exhorting and admonishing one an- 
other, and for the singing of hymns and 
spiritual songs, and this custom has con- 
tinued right on down to the present day. 
Christians observe the Lord’s Day not 
because they are commanded to do so, 
but because they love the Lord Jesus 
and seek thus to honor and worship Him. 
Nevertheless, the Lord’s Day for be- 
lievers may be just as truly a sign of 
separation as was the Sabbath for the 
Israelites. It should be a sign to the 
world that Christians love and honor 
their Lord and Master and, on His day, 
conduct themselves differently than they 
do on other days of the week. 

Instant death was the punishment for 
breaking the Sabbath in the days of the 
Israelites. As Christians we face no such 
penalty when we break the Lord’s Day 
by treating it like any other day in the 
week. It is all -the more lamentable, 
therefore, when those who profess to 
love and serve the Lord Jesus Christ 
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Lesson for July 20 


dishonor His day and treat it like a 
holiday.

Now let us not misunderstand con- 
cerning the use of the Lord’s Day. It 
is not to be given a negative emphasis, 
characterized by things that we do not 
do on His day. But rather it is to be 
a joyous, happy day of opportunity for 
Christian worship, Christian service, 
Christian fellowship, and Christian wit- 
nessing. It may well be for many of us 
a day of rest, in the sense that on it we 
lay down the workaday activities of the 
week and are therefore refreshed by the 
Christian activities that are made pos- 
sible on the Lord’s Day. But it is cer- 
tainly not to be a day of idleness, 

The Lord’s Day should afford us in- 
creased opportunity for Bible study, for 
Christian fellowship with the family in 
the home, for visiting the sick and the 
shut-ins, and the like, as well as oppor- 
tunity for the all-important attendance 
at church and Sunday school and young 
people’s meetings. Thus by our very 
actions we may witness to the world 
that we think enough of our Lord and 
Master to join in public worship of and 
praise to Him.

As Christian young people we need 
specially to be on our guard against 
indulging in all kinds of amusements on 
the Lord’s Day, not because it is neces- 
sarily sinful to do so, but, rather, be- 
cause such indulgence places us side by 
side with those who care nothing for 
our Lord and therefore are not con- 
cerned about honoring Him, and because 
such indulgence keeps us away from 
God’s house on His day. or hinders us 
from performing definite Christian 
service.

We shall want to guard against work- 
ing on the Lord’s Day except in cases 
of emergency or absolute necessity. 
There are very few times where we shall 
find it absolutely impossible to get done 
on the other six days in the week all 
that needs to be done in the way of 
work. We need the inspiration and spir- 
itual help that may be ours on the Lord’s 
Day far more than we need the financial 
remuneration or the scholastic help that 
we may gain through working or study- 
ing on the Lord’s Day. God’s promise 
to us is, “Them that honour me I will 
honour” (1 Sam. 2:30). 

We shall want to guard against using 
the Lord’s Day for visiting friends and 
relatives. Visiting is worth while in 
itself at the proper time, but if it is 
keeping us or someone else from the 
Lord’s house and from Christian activ- 
ities, then it is done at an expense that 
we cannot afford to entail. 

We shall want to guard against mere 
sleeping or loafing on the Lord’s Day. 
Rest is important, but, if we are careful 
to budget our time during the week, we 
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shall not need to spend the Lord’s Day, 
or most of it, in bed. 
one 
The whole question of the right use 
of the Lord’s Day hinges around the 
question, “How much do I love the Lord 
Jesus Christ because of what He has 
done for me?” You do not have to drive 
yourself to please a friend or loved one, 
nor do you feel that you are deprived 
of something worth while when you vol- 
untarily give that thing up for a loved 
one. How much more, then, should we 
be willing to put aside our own desires 
and convenience, if necessary, in order 
to please the One who loves us and gave 
Himself for us.

They Knew Abe Lincoln. By Frances 
Cavanah. (Rand McNally & Co., Chicago 
5; $2.50.) New and different is this ap- 
pealing story of the boyhood days of 
Abraham Lincoln, from seven to twenty- 
one years of age. He is an intriguing 
figure in the little family, both in Ken- 
tucky and later in Indiana. The under- 
tone of sadness in his nature is often 
concealed by his well-known ability to 
turn a joke or tell a good story. The 
most striking characteristic was his in- 
satiable love for reading, and a number 
of incidents show the genuine worth of 
this trait in forming his character, de- 
veloping clear thinking, and preparing 
him for the rele that he was later to 
fill. The author has spent many years 
of research in gathering together for 
young people this interesting and au- 
thentic material about a little-known 
period in the life of the Great Emanci- 
pator. 


Sailboat Time. Written and pictured 
by Maj Lindman. (Albert Whitman & 
Co., Chicago 6; $1.50.) Kaj and his sister 
Maj, who lived in a big city in Sweden, 
were taken by their father and mother 
to spend the summer by the sea, where 
the air smelled nice and ccol, yet it felt 
warm on their faces. Mother had to go 
to town one day, so Father and the chil- 
dren went on a sailing trip. They took 
all their provisions, their bathing suits, 
and their bedding, for they were to stay 
overnight. What fun they had on the 
island where Father decided to set up 
their camp! There was the finest place 
to bathe; and they were sure that the 
food was far superior to what Mother 
cooked for them at home. Father thought 
it was just their appetites that were 
better. Next morning Kaj caught a big 
pike, which they took home for Mother, 
as well as some _ strawberries and 
mushrooms that grew on their lovely 
island. They all agreed with Kaj that 
“sailboat time is the nicest time in the 
year.” The book is beautifully illus- 
trated; it is durably bound, and most 
suitable for children in the early school 
grades. 


Trails of Yesteryear. Compiled by 
Paul Hutchens. (Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, II1., $3.) From many and varied 
sources, Mr. Hutchens has compiled Ye 
Olde Sugar Creek Scrapbook, which is 
the subtitle of this unusual book of verse. 
His mother’s “battered, timeworn scrap- 
book, compiled in the very geographical 
center of the Sugar Creek of long ago, 
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supplied many of the more nostalgic 
rhymes.” Forty of Martha Snell Nichol- 
son’s most heart-warming poems are 
listed in the index—the longest list from 
any one person—but there are also 173 
other names in the list of authors. Be- 
sides these there are more than a hun- 
dred of the most appealing poems, listed 
in the title index, whose writers are 
unknown to the compiler. A dozen of 
Mr, Hutchens’ poems are included, each 
with a message that finds a heart-re- 
sponse from those who long for the com- 
fort and sympathy of an understanding 
friend. Young and old from all walks 
of life will find a treasure-trove in 
“Trails of Yesteryear.” Beautifully 
bound, attractively arranged, and com- 
pletely indexed, this would make a 
lovely gift for a friend or loved one. 


Album of Horses. By Marguerite 
Henry. (Rand McNally & Co., Chicago 
5; $2.95.) From the stately Arab to the 
gentle Shetland pony, the author has 
introduced more than a score of the 
best-known breeds of horses, in this her 
thirty-third book for children. She has 
an affection and respect for horses that 
is evident throughout the Album. Her 
word pictures are as much of a delight 
as the beautiful full-page, full-color 
paintings of the artist, Wesley Dennis. 
And the dozens of black-and-white mar- 
ginal sketches give life to the stories. 
In “The Polo Pony,” there is a_ brief 
narrative of the way in which Wesley 
Dennis, as a lad, became interested in 
polo and polo ponies. Among the many 
interesting breeds in the Album are the 
Thoroughbred, the Hunter, the Morgan, 
the Percheron, the Mustang, tht Appa- 
loosa, and the Palomino, many of which, 
naturally, include the famous _ race 
horses. There is, however, no indication 
of the unsavory aspects of the race track. 
There are 112 pages; the size of the book 
is 9%x11% inches; and it is intended 
for children of ten years of age and 
older. 


Scouting for Washington. By Lois Don- 
aldson. (Albert Whitman & Co., Chicago 
6; $1.50.) Stephen Smith and Jonas Cat- 
tell, two boys acting as scouts for Gen- 
eral George Washington, have many 
thrilling adventures as they ride with 
their messages by day or by night. Once 
Stephen was captured by one of the 
Hessian troopers, but he manages to es- 
cape on his fleet horse. It is a human 
interest story of courage and patriotism 
in the exciting days of early American 
history. Stephen and Jonas have a part 
in the famous crossing of the Delaware, 
at Christmas time in 1776. The book is 
well illustrated. 


The Life and Journeys of Paul. By 
Charles Ferguson Ball, Th.D., D.D. 
(Moody Press, Chicago 10; $3.) “Men 
name their dogs Nero, but their sons 
Paul.” It’s a sentence one remembers 
on reaching the climax of this excellent 
biography. The author begins with a 
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description of peoples and customs of 
Paul’s day, then emphasizes the training 
that was to fit the apostle for a min- 
istry to Hebrew, Greek, and Roman. 
It becomes plain why the lad grew up 
despising, not only idolaters, but all who 
were not of his race and faith. Since 
God destroyed the ancient Canaanites, 
would He not purpose the same for all 
others outside the pale? 

At thirteen, Saul ceased being a school 
boy and became a man student, pursu- 
ing also his father’s difficult trade of tent- 
maker. Then followed the journey to 
Jerusalem to enter the School of Gama- 
liel. After ten years one finds the young 
scholar back in Tarsus, still studying 
for rabbinical orders. And it was dur- 
nig this interval that occurred the life, 
death, and resurrection of Christ, 

Events that followed led rapidly to his 
conversion and subsequent call. The all- 
embracing ministry that followed was 
not, as Dr. Ball shows, the result of per- 
sonal charm or colossal intellect, but 
of complete and unchanging devotion to 
the Lord Jesus. Then lest one feel too 


far below such spiritual eminence, he 
plays up Paul’s human side until one 
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feels with him the discouragement at 
Athens, the homesickness for Silas and 
Timothy when letters failed to come 
through, the burden over Corinth, and 
the near-sighted failure to recognize the 
high priest at his trial. But it comforts 
one to learn also how in every time of 
depression, God appeared, pouring in 
new strength until human frailty was 
again surcharged. 

Since the book is primarily a study for 
high school students, it is illustrated in 
color, uses exceptionally good print, and 
dispenses with King James English, The 
text, which includes 291 pages, is fol- 
lowed by a pronouncing vocabulary, 
glossary, and appropriate maps. 


Cities in Bible Lands, and Life in Bible 
Lands. By Gerald R. Giving. (Augsburg 
Pub. House, Minneapolis 15; 25 cents 
each.) The cities described in the first 
book begin with Ur in Abram’s time and 
now; then Jericho with its gloomy his- 
tory; and Bethlehem, picturing young 
Daud caring for his sheep today as did 
David three millenniums ago. Next, one 
visits Nazareth, where Jesus spent His 
childhood, and those two other homes 
of His, Capernaum and Bethany. Sidon 
follows with a history dating from 2750 
B.C.; and Jerusalem, most beloved of all 
cities. In a different category one finds 
Gethsemane’s sorrow-laden Garden and 
the Via Dolorosa. All of Jerusalem’s 
Gates are located in picture drawings, 
while the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
comes in for special attention. Damas- 
cus, Athens, and Rome complete the list. 

The second book opens with an illus- 
trated map of Palestine, along with 
Egypt and Sinai. The author then de- 
scribes, by word and picture, the coun- 
try’s modes of travel, methods of farm- 
ing, and various handicrafts. He does 
the same with two types of homes and 
the Jewish synagogues, giving a close-up 
of the Torah and Megillah. The coun- 
try’s mountains are drawn to scale so 
one can see at a glance the various 
heights from Mt. Zion on up to Mt. Ararat. 
The page allotted to Mt. Sinai shows a 
sketch of the present St. Catherine’s 
monastery at its foot, while the Dead Sea 
offers an interesting contrast between 
Lot’s story and the modern mineral 
mines. Galilee and Egypt both add their 
bit and, along with a page on The Wil- 
derness, there are three others for the 
sacred Jordan, the Well of Jacob, and 
further important water landmarks, 
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Campbell Morgan—A Man 
of the Word

of the Atlantic as on the other. In Lon- 
don he had a long and powerful min- 
istry at the Westminster Chapel. In 
Mundesley he established a Bible con- 
ference center on Northfield lines which, 
for many years, was greatly useful. One 
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is glad to learn that he had strong ideas 
on the subject of women’s ministry. 
“Those who attempt to repress gifts, 
which are undoubtedly bestowed by the 
Holy Spirit, might well find themselves 
under condemnation as having resisted 
the Spirit and help rob the Church of 
her heritage.” His ministry extended 
itself to the English ministry at large, 
both among Anglicans and Free Church- 
men. One of the former said, “I never 
approach a text without asking myself, 
‘What would Campbell Morgan do with 
this?’” The lay preachers of England 
and there are thousands of them— 
found untold help in his expository 
writings.
